U. S. ARMY WILL 
LEAVE FRANCE 
BY AUGUST 


Washington, May 
7.—Practically 
.the entire American army except the 
army of occupation probably will have 
left France in August, Secretary of 
War Baker stated today. 
Ship movements have been so rapid 
he said, that alii but a small working 
force which it may be necessary to 
maintain in France should have sailed 
for the United States by that time. 
Complete separation of the army of 
occupation from that part of the army 
in France will be soon effected. 
Baker said there was an American 
liquidation committee now working to 
dispose of hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars worth of American equipment, 
buildings and supplies. 
The secretary, apparently in good 
health after his trip, re^SWttl many 
of his experiences in France. In ans­ 
wer to a question regarding purchase 
of the Wright Aviation field at Day­ 
ton, Ohio Baker said he was not yet 
.able to answer “American questions,” 
Baker was 
optimistic 
regarding 
questions in the A. E. F. 
The secretary 
said he 
went 
to 
France principally to look over the 
work of the liquidation commission. 
Permanent American impiYtxvements 
.such as dicks and railroad additions 
are to be taken over by France. The 
commission also is turning over to 
France various buildings, warehouses, 
hospitals, barracks and schools which 
have been used by the army. 
Several hundred millions of dollars 
,worth of property, such as machine 
tools, and locomotives and cars, will 
be sold in Europe, probably, mostly 
to the French government, he said. 

Gen. Liggett, Baker said, has 
relieved Major General Diekman as I 
commander of the army of occupation.

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Columbus, May 7.—By vote of all 
Republican members and three Dem­ 
ocrats the Ohio' senate Tuesday again 
passed the emergency relief bill for 
cities and schools which had 
been 
vetoed by the governor. 
Instead of passing the old measure 
over the veto however, a new one was 
introduced by the joint committee on 
taxation, identical with the former 
one, excepting that it provides for a 
popular vote on special levies at the 
primary election, instead of August 
12. 
It was oassed immediately under 
suspension of rules. 
Plans ' are to 
vote on it in the lower house this 
afternoon. 
If approved by this body 
where 
the 
vote, 
it 
is 
expected, 
will be close, it will go to the gov­ 
ernor for signature. 
The vote in the senate was 24 to C 
on the bill and 24 to’ 8 on the emer­ 
gency clause, two more than neces­ 
sary on the latter proposition. 
There was no 
argument 
against 
the bill, and the only one to speak for 
it was Senator Parrott, of Fayette, 
chairman of the taxation committee. 
Declaring he was actuated by no 
spirit of disgruntleness at the gov­ 
ernor and that he did not want to 
impugn the motives 
the 
governor 
might have had in vetoing the meas­ 
ure, Parrett contended it should be 
enacted 
despite 
executive 
disap­ 
proval.

Treaty Prepared 
by Allies Given 
Germans To Sign 


Versailles, May 7—The Germans received the 
peace treaty at 3:17 this afternoon. 
Presentation of the treaty followed a brief 
speech by Premier Clemenceau, chairman of the 
peace conference, in which he welcomed the dele­ 
gates. 
The manuscript of the treaty, translated in 
German, was handed to the enemy representa­ 
tives by Secretary Dutasta. 
“After receiving the treaty, the Germans pre" 
sented a written reply. It was read in German 
and interpreted in English and French, two sen­ 
tences at a time. 
“The reply admitted the wrong to Belgium 
and declared Germany’s willingness to make 
reparation. It stated that so far as the conduct of 
the war was concerned Germany was ‘as humane 
as the allies. 
“The allies killed many Germans after the 
armistice was signed, it was charged in the reply. 
The measure of guilt can only be determined 
through an imperial inquiry, said the Germans, 
who added that‘their archives are available. 
“In this conference, according to the state­ 
ment, the Germans are alone but not lacking in 
allies. The allies themselves brought the Ger­ 
mans allies—the principles of peace. The allies 
and their associates it was pointed out, agreed to 
a peace of justice without violence. In November, 
1918, Secretary Lansing declared 
the 
allies 
agreed to a peace on the basis pf President Wil­ 
son’s fourteen points, as the Germans had asked.” 
The German reply argues that the war was 
not in vain if a real league of nations is formed in 
which all nations will have an equal chance. The 
Germans declared their willingness to make 
reparation for the devastation wrought in France 
and Belgium, but said they would not consent to 
the use of German war prisoners in the work of 
restoration. 
The meeting adjourned at 3:58 p. rn.

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GERMANS BELIEVE 
AUSTRIA WILL JOIN 
GERMANY IN TIME 


(By United Press.) 
B erlin — (By 
Mail)— If 
Austria 
does not join Germany immediately, 
owing to opposition from the entente, 
s h e 
w i l l do so later, 
according to 
German opinion, which considers it 
merely a m atter of time until hos­ 
tility for the union of all 
German 
peoples will pass. 
The 
Germans 
are making their plans accordingly, 
in spite of the recent eruption 
in 
Vienna against joining Germany. 
During March, the Germans were 
for joining tile two 
countries 
at 
once, and amendments were 
made 
for the step. 
There never was any 
opposition on the part of the tie!' 
mans to the 
move, 
which 
would 
make the German speaking .nation 
the largest in Western Europe. 
Two 
Austrian delegates 
were 
granted 
membership in the Reichstag, while 
preliminary work of connecting Aus­ 
tria to Germany went on. 
Then came the A ustrian revolution 
against joining Germany. 
Most of 


the newspapers and the government 
expressed hostility to Austria under 
the Prussians. 
The 
opposition is I 
merely a bluff, according 
to 
the 
Germans, and is 
inspired by agents 
of the French. 
The A ustrians com­ 
plied with the outside 
wishes 
to 
I avoid further trouble, say the Ger- 
I mans. 
I 
But I he Vienna opposition is not 
ail bluff, in spite of the 
German 
theories. 
The Viennese never 
were 
over enthusiastic a t 
entering 
the 
G erm an federation, in which Austria 
would be a very small minority of 
the population, and contrary to 
hoi 
position as head of the 
Hapsburg 
empire, Vienna would be 
dominated over, instead 
m istress city. 
N ot a small element of the move­ 
ment to join Germany w as based on 
the need of a route to the sea. Vienna 
has to turn to the 
N orth Sea, now 
she is cut off from the Adriatic. The 
Viennese are more southern in their 
dispositions and life than Prussian. 
It is possible the A ustrians see a 
way of reaching the sea 
through 
another alliance. 
But the 
Germans 
consider the movement a bluff to 
fool the entente and are confident 
of A ustria’s annexation through 
a 
clause in the constitution providing 
for new member slates 
joining the 
German republic federation.

bly room of the Business Men’s As­ 
sociation. 
The excellent work of this organ­ 
ization during- Hie w ar and tile im­ 
portance of 
continuing 
such 
good 
work in the 
future 
was 
clearly 
brought out by the speaker. 
A g reat many people have the im­ 
pression th at since the w ar is over, 
there is no further necessity in car­ 
rying on 
the work, which 
was con­ 
ducted by the Red Cross during the 
war. 
The fact was clearly 
em pha­ 
sized th at there is every reason for 
continuing, not only%so that 
these 
men and women who have in 
some 
way or other been incapacitated 
or 
have suffered as a result of the war, 
may be' properly cared 
for,- but so 
that in the case of any calamity th a t 
may befall this country, there may be 
an efficient and effective 
organiza­ 
tion prepared and in readiness to im­ 
mediately render relief. 
The work of the Red Cross will not 
only apply to this country, but to all 
countries, for the Red Cross is an 
international organization. 
Right 
at this time it is conducting the most 
humane and needful help to all na­ 
tions and were it not for the 
Red 
Cross thousands of people would now 
be perishing from lack of care and 
assistance. 
The point tjiat was clearly em pha­ 
sized was th at as a result of such 
work as the Red Cross is now doing 
and which it will do in the 
future 
there will be a very much closer and 
more friendly relation exist between 
all countries of the world than would 
otherwise exist. 
The Red Cross organization serves 
all classes af people and is the one 
league standing for the better welfare 
of all humanity'. Even though it is 
a large organisation, by the w'ork of 
local chapters its effect can easily be 
felt and its benefits can be realized in 
.any' community, no m atter bow small. 
This was demonstrated locally when 
as soon as the fire at Bellbrook was 
reported here an officer of the Red 
Cross immediately got busy and called 
to see if any relief was needed. Had 
there been need for such relief it 
would have only taken a short time 
to have had nurses, doctors and any' 
essential relief at their disposal. 
The speaker said that the 
Red 
< t o s s needs 
Greene 
County 
and 
Greene county needs the Red Cross 
and to bring out the argum ent he cit­ 


ed a number of incidents which had 
come to his attention during only the 
few hours th at he had been in this 
county. 
One 
being 
a soldier 
in 
Yellow Springs who 
was 
going 
around with one arm in a sling and 
j selling small posters or cards a t 25 
j cents each. 
It can be imagined, of 
J course, the effect th at this made and 
,during a short time this cripled sol* 
vdier, as it appeared he was, had col­ 
lected a considerable 
amount 
of 
money. 
After investigation it turned 
out th a t the “soldier” was not a sol­ 
dier and that lie was purchasing the 
cards at 3 cents each and selling them 
for 25 eeni>\ 


Among a number of clippings that 
Mr. Teller had taken from new spa­ 
pers over the country it is seen th at 
cities are being overrun w ith fakirs, 
some such peddlers are released sol­ 
diers and some are “just 
peddlers” 
w earing arm y uniforms. 
An active 
chapter of the Red Cross in 
every 
community will stop such fraudulent 
business, thereby protecting and pre­ 
serving the good name of the soldiers 
a s well as savftig the peope from be­ 
ing skinned. 


The Red Cross is the one organiza­ 
tion th a t has above all others gained 
for itself a good name during the w ar 
and as trouble and suffering has by 
no means ended with all peoples just 
I because of the termination of a world 
J war, it should be continued with all 
i force and vigor. 
It is to be continued 
| and if we here are to receive the most 
j from it, we must have an active local 


I organization.

Had there been as large an organ­ 
iz a tio n as now exists, during the past, 
there probably never would have been 
a world w ar such as we have just 
passed through.

It is expected th a t out of this world 
gathering, the 
International 
Red 
Cross, there will emerge an interna­ 
tional organization through which the 
peoples of the world may' co-operate 
in stimlulating and developing activ­ 
ities in respective countries for the 
betterm ent of mankind.

will foster the study of hum an 
disease, promote sound m easures for 
public health and sanitation, the wel­
